December 13 will be the 20th 
anniversary of the first broadcast of 
KRAB. The environment at the station 
is remarkably reminiscent of those 
early days on Roosevelt Way--exposed 
framing, unmudded wallboard, and 
construction debris. After twenty 
years at the edge of survival, our 
prospects show signs of stability. 
Forced studio moves--so damaging to us 
in the past--are over. We have our own 
property. With a little extra effort, 
we have hope of reaching our original 
goal--to survive on the income from our 


listeners.
